Sekularac was injured and 
missed out on playing in the 3-1 
victory over Denmark in the 
final. 

Another disappointment was 
Yugoslavia’s 1-2 loss to the 
USSR in the 1960 European 
Nations Cup final in Paris. 

Yugoslavia’s line-up that day 
— July 10 — was: Vidinic, Dur- 
kovic, Jusufi, Zanetic, Miladin- 
ovic, Perusic, Matus, Jerkovic, 
Galio, Sekularac, Kostic. 

After leaving Red Star, Seku- 
larac played for Santa Fe in 
Columbia and for Paris FC in 
France before quitting to 
coach juniors at Red Star. 

More recently, he had 
charge of Guatemala’s nation- 
al team, until the World Cup 
play-offs against Canada last 
season. Guatemala drew 1-1 at 
home, but lost 1-2 in Canada, 
and so Canada went through to 
the finals in Mexico this year. 

Previously however, Guate- 
mala had been unbeaten in 36 
home matches under 
Sekularac, 

Talking about his J.U.S.T. re- 
cruits, Sekularac said: “I had to 


go for players who were avall- 
able, but I also had to make 
sure they were quality players. 
It was also important that we 
build a good team unit, rather 
than have a collection of indi- 
viduals. Inter Milan has great 
players like Rummenigge but 
it is not high on the ladder. 
“I saw videos of J.U.S.T.’s 
games when I was here last 
year, and I found out which 
players we need. We need a 
few more, and that’s where the 
club committee will come in, 
We will decide within the next 
few weeks that we have to 
buy.” 

Sekularac is intent on once 
again making J.U.S.T. one of 
the most entertaining teams in 
Australia. 

“We cannot compare eras in 
football,” he began, “We had 
many outstanding individuals 
in my time and today no-one 
can compare, except maybe 
Maradona or Platini, because 
the game has changed. I am 
concerned about how negative, 
defensive attitudes have 
ruined soccer as 
entertainment. 

“We must try, at J.U.S.T., to 
play entertaining soccer to 
draw the crowds, That is just as 
important as winning, other- 
wise, in the long run, no-one 
will want to watch the sport 
anymore.” 

Sekularac conceded it was 
difficult to take over a team 
that finished last in 1985, and 
that something obviously has 
been wrong. “But I believe in 
the players I have brought with 
me, and I am sure we can bulld 
a good team,” he said. 

Nikitovic, Vukcevic and Sto- 
sic haven’t trained for six 
weeks because they were 
caught between seasons, wait- 
ing for their visas, Sekularac 
said it would take some weeks 
for them to get fit and acclima- 
tise, and we wouldn’t see the 
best of them until the NSL sea- 
son starts.

staged every two years, and Bleiberg found himself = 2 
back in soccer as opposed to military action, He scored ae ai 
seven goals in four games to end the tournament as top 
scorer, even though he played as left back! 

At 22, after three years in the Navy and well estab- 
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There’s a new star on the coaching 
horizon. His name is Miron Bleiberg. 
He is the brains of Melbourne Cro- 


atia. He is far from shy. 

Like any good professional he has confidence 
in his own ability, but he ended our talk with 
the line: “I am not a genius. I am not a super- 
star. I just do not make the same mistake 
twice.” 

Bleiberg, 31 this month, is the youngest 
coach in the National League, but his creden- 
tials are more impressive than most. 

He speaks with the authority of a man who served as 
a captain In the Israeli navy, who holds a BA in Eco- 
nomics, Maths and Business Administration. He has 
the self-assurance of a man who is financially comfort- 
able. His players do what he says, because they know 
that he knows what he’s doing. 
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WANTED 


He outsmarted the old fox, John Margaritis, in the 
1985 Dockerty Cup semi-finals before going on to win 
the trophy 2-0 against Makedonia in the final. 
Margaritis fell victim to Bleiberg once more in the 
Buffalo Gold Cup a few weeks ago, when Croatia beat 
Hellas 2-1. Future clashes between them will be like 
the clash of the Titans. 
For make no mistake, while Margaritis believes 
that he can go for a second successive NSL champi- 
onship, Blelberg is moulding a team which will be 
among the most feared in the country. 
Davor Todoric, a left winger from Yugoslavia, is on 
the way. Joze Antolovic, that cultured sweeper, and 
striker Ante Ljubic, are both due to return. Luka Bona- 
cic, a top-liner with experience in Yugoslavia, West 
Germany and Spain, has joined the squad in midfield. 
It all is part of a plan to have a solid squad compris- 
ing at least three players for every two positions. 
“You cannot build a successful team without depth,” 
he says. 
“I see George Cross, for example, and with Noel 
Mitten out injured, the coach, John Gardiner, plays 
himself. That to me is not a good team. If Gardiner 
plays in such a game, he is saying to the players on 
the bench: You have no chance. How can he expect 
them to give their sweat and enthusiasm at the next 
training session?” 
And so we look at Croatia’s depth, after all the play- 
ers arrive. In midfield, for example, we have: Josip 
Biskic, Victor Cristaldo, Jimmy Campbell, Luka Bona- 
cic, Steve Gojevic, Suleiman Curovic. Up front, we 
have: Gary Ward, Robert Markovac, Ante Ljubic, Da- 
vor Todoric. 
While talking about Margaritis, Blelberg ventures 
the opinion that Margaritis should not have reacted 
the way he did after two successive Hellas losses, and 
that he should have left the team unchanged, rather 
than make his McDowall-Brown-Mihos-Russell 
switches, 
“Maybe he should have left it alone, given it time,” 
he says. 
“He has my greatest respect as a coach, but maybe 
he should have just stopped relying so much on 4-4-2 
and maybe play a third striker, Brown is the striker I 
am afraid of most. He has a good shot with both feet. 
He can let you dream for 70 minutes and then beat you 
with a 25-metre goal.” 
Bleiberg has had, and perhaps still has some prob- 
lems in his playing staff but he does not have the 
handicap of procrastination in dealing or talking about 
them. 
Take Bonacic, for example. 
Sure, some Croatian fans are on his back — perhaps 
because he played for Footscray JUST last year. Yes, 
Bonacic expected to be the coach when he arrived 
from Yugoslavia. 
Sure, he has a language problem as Bleiberg’s 
t. 


assistan 

Bleiberg himself comes from a Polish background, 
and he can understand some of what Bonacic says, 
because of the similarity of the Slavic languages. 
“And Benacic has to concentrate on being a player 
at training, so he can’t, for example, take the geal- 
keepers,” he says. “Also, at JUST he was the enly 
playmaker, so he had mest of the ball. Here we have 
Biskic, Gejevic, Campbell, se he has maybe 25 per

“Croatia misses him so much. He is very clever, I 
like him and he likes me. We have a good rapport. 
Croatia has a very skilful midfield, and rather than 
have a defender like Shaun Parton who kicks the ball 
30 metres, We must have someone like Antolovic, who 
used to be a midfielder and therefore is excellent at 
distributing the ball.” 

Jim Campbell was told by Bleiberg to forget about 
soccer early in 1985, even though Croatia had paid 
$22,000 for him. 

“He had produced nothing,” he says. 

“He is the type of guy that if you don’t push him, he 
will do nothing. And without fitness, without oxygen, 
you can’t do anything anyway. When I was in charge 
early in 1985, before Kapetanovic arrived, I said to 
him: You can’t continue like this. I sent him away. 
Kapetanovic arrived and he wanted him back. I said 
OK, but you must watch him. Later, when I again 
took charge of the team, I said to Jim: I know you 
have a good job with Adidas, and you like te spend 
time with your family, but you must make up your 
mind. If you want to play, you must give effort. He 
improved a lot and in the first two Buffalo Cup 
games, he was among our best players.” 

It is well known that former coach Dom Kapetano- 
vic and striker Gary Ward did not exactly hit it off 
towards the end of the 1985 season, One feared when 
Ward was on the bench and then replaced in the first 
two Buffalo Cup games that a hangover remained 
from that friction. Not so. Ward had had a nose opera- 
tion. He was being reintroduced slowly. 

“T appreciate Ward,” says Bleiberg. “He is a winner 
by character. He hates to lose even in training games 
and he has a smell for scoring. He is a clever guy and 
he does what I tell him and never gives up, even if we 
are losing with a minute to go. His main love as a 
striker is to shoot. Kapetanovic devoted maybe 10 per 
cent of training to shooting. Maybe Ward had 10 shots 
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@Miron Bleiberg 


a week and Kapetanovic expected him to score at the 
weekend.” 

Croatia became disappointed in Kapetanovic — now 
coach of Canterbury-Marrickville — near the end of 
the 1985 season. Officials called in Bleiberg about the 
1986 season. Bleiberg, Croatia’s youth coach, said his 
visa had expired. Croatia said OK, we'll bring you 
back. 

He knows now that Croatia tested him out by putting 
him in charge for the Dockerty Cup. 

The first hurdle, was National champion Juventus in 
the semi-final. 

‘I had a big advantage in that I had known all the 
players for a year. I knew all the problems. I knew 
there was great potential but that there had always 
been too much misunderstanding for nothing, I had a 
strong belief I could make a great team here. 

“I was so sure of myself that I didn’t even consider not 
taking the Dockerty Cup. 

“Now I knew it was my big test, and so maybe now 
I sweat when I think of it. But at that time, I could 
have been playing Manchester United and I would 
net have been worried. It was very interesting, 
psychologically.” 

He speaks of his tactics in that victory over Juventus 
—a victory that virtually clinched him the job as 1986 
senior coach. 

“T had watched Juventus six, seven times, and I had 
a clear picture in front of my eyes. I had an easy job 
for someone who knows soccer. 

“Juventus was very confident after winning the 
championship, and the more confident a team is, the 
more it attacks. Juventus started their attacks with 
their full backs, Campbell and Lewis. I could have said 
to my strikers, Ward and Biskic: Follow the full backs 
to stop them attacking. Instead, I said: When the full 
backs attack, stay in the gaps. We will win the ball in 
defence, and you will get the ball in the open. We 
scored only one goal, but we missed six or seven, while 
Juventus had maybe 70 per cent of the play. It 
worked.” 

Does Bleiberg now see his future in Australia, or 
back home in Israel? 

“We won the Dockerty Cup while the Israeli team 
and the Israeli journalists were here for the World 
Cup. My success made a big impression on them. I was 
an Israeli boy who had achieved success overseas. So 
when I went home for the holidays I got three or four 
offers from Nationa) League clubs in Israel, but of 
course I couldn't take them because I had signed a 
contract with Croatia. I still have my house there, and 
my parents, while I like Australia and I have lots of 
friends here. I can go home for the Jewish New Year 
in October-November every year, spend three or four 
months there, and come back. But maybe one day I 
will coach in Israel again. The money is much better 
there. With a national league club you get 40,000 or 
50,000 American dollars a year.” 

Who is this man? What is his background? 

They are questions everyone’s been asking since 
Bleiberg burst onto the Australian soccer scene like 
Halley’s Comet. 

So OK, OK, we'll tell you, already! 

He won a first-team place as a left winger with 
Maccabi Haifa at the age of 17 and represented 
Israel at under 18 level ina 12-team international 
tournament in Holland, where Israel lest in the 
semi-finals. 

After half a season he injured an ankle and the time 
came when all Israeli youths of that age are called into 
the armed forces. 

Soccer or basketball players, as exponents of Isra- 
el's two favorite sports, usually are posted close to 
home and given clerical jobs that tle in with their 
sports commitments. But Bleiberg, because of his su- 
perior education, decided to become a naval officer. 
In fact, he rose to the rank of captain in his five years 
of service. - 

His playing career was interrupted, but by no means 
terminated. The armed services soccer tournament is 





lished as an officer, he found the time to play with 
Beltar Haifa in the First League, which is below the 
national and State Leagues. He became captain that 


year and, after Beitar had sacked its coach, he was 


appointed player-coach. 

In the summer of that year, he did a coaching course 
in basic principles — the first year of a three-year 
course — and topped his class. His outstanding results 
enabled him to skip the second year of the course, and 
go straight into the third year. More about that later. 

Meanwhile, he was approached to become player- 
coach of Yokneam in the Second League. Under Blei- 
berg, Yokneam won promotion. 

He then did his final year of the coaching course and 
again topped the class. 

Beitar Haifa was relegated to the Second League 
and turned to Bleiberg to stop the rot. 

“That's when I decided to quit playing,” he says. “'l 
knew I'd never be a Beckenbauer, but I thought I'd be 
a good coach one day.” 

And $0, in two years, Bleiberg took Beitar from the 
soe League to the State League, where it still is 

ay. 93 

Having qualified officially as a coach, he was made 
a staff coach on the Israeli coaching association and 
sent to the Cologne Sports School in West Germany for 
three months. 

He also had a month with Tottenham Hotspur and a 
month with Werder Bremen, as part of his search for 
knowledge. Moreover, he attended coaching seminars 
in various parts of Europe, run by Bobby Robson, Billy 
Bingham, and Jupp Derwall. 

He had a year as youth coach with Maccabi Haifa in 
the national league, and before coming to Australia in 
late 1984, he boasted four championships in six years 
of coaching.

Israel had better material, but Frank Arok prepared 
better than Israel did. 

“] played against or alongside six or seven of the 
Israeli players in the World Cup team and I believe 
that with a coach other than Josef Mirmovitch, they 
would have beaten Australia easily. 

“Hopes were so high in Israel. They had played six 

or seven matches against Scotland over the years, and 
had won often at home, so at least they expected to get 
to the play-off stage. 

“When they failed, a special group of government 
ministers was created in Israel to check on the reasons 
for the failure. The conclusion was that the coach no 
longer would work alone. He would have an assistant 
and there would be a group of experts to help. 

“There was a problem with discipline among the 
players. On a training camp in Germany, there was 
arguing and fights. The same thing had happened 
with the youth team, resulting in Israel sending an 
under 18 rather than an under 19 team to the World 
Youth Champienship qualifying tournament, be- 
cause so many players had been suspended. 

Mordechai Spiegier, the former Israeli national cap- 
tain, who travelled as a media commentator during 
the World Cup campaign, said much that displeased 
Mirmovitch, particularly Spiegler’s suggestions about 
where various players should be playing. 

“Spiegler has a lot of influence, he is clever and 
sharp with his mouth,” Bleiberg says. 

“He has a lot of influence with players because he 
has good connections overseas. If a player wants to 
play abroad, he goes through Spiegler. 

“Spiegler was a bit bitter while he was here because 
he did not have a coaching job. He coached in the 
National League for five years and three of his teams 
were relegated. 

“He made comments about where Pizanti should 
play, for example. Mirmovitch was a bit weak, and 
Spiegler was strong, and allowed to say what he 
thought as a journalist. It was not really surprising,

“Marconi was delighted with its 
third placing in 1985, and looking at 
the quality of its players, it’s not 
unrealistic to expect to finish on 
the top this time,” he said. 


“David Lowe is looking really 
sharp and he'll have a great season. 
Peter Tredinnick started the Ampol 

‘Cup by scoring three goals in three 
games, whereas he scored hardly 
any in previous years. He'll fire this 
season, and I’m aiming to have a big 
year as well to justify the price Mar- 
ocni paid for me.” 

About Mark Jankovic’s likely 
move to Blacktown, Wheatley said: 
“We'd miss Mark, He has the knack 
for getting into the right position at 
the right time, and slotting the ball 
home, which makes him an invalu- 
able player irrespective of what he 
does off the ball.” 


Wheatley believes the standard 
of play was higher when the NSL 
operated as only one league. 
“Blacktown was able to play in the 
regionalised league last year with 
three or four players who couldn’t 
have got away with it under the old 
format,” he said.

tion, we may have been able to help 
guys like Oscar Crino and Jim Pati- 
kas, who have gone overseas. 


“Now all the clubs are aiming to 
qualify for the 1987 league, so 
they've put a lot of effort into im- 
proving their teams. It’s had a bad 
effect on the transfer market, but it’s 
worth it to get the crowds back.” 


Wheatley decided to leave Black- 
town simply because he wanted a 
change. Sydney Croatia also had 
made a bid for him, but Marconi was 
willing to spend more money. 

“A player's professional career 
lasts maybe 10 or 15 years so, after 
five seasons, I thought it was time to 
move and perhaps to play with better 
quality players.

Alex Bundalo thinks that John Fleming 
thinks that Alex Bundalo’s a smartarse. 


Alex Bundalo also thinks 
that Wollongong treated 
Adrian Alston badly in the 
way they parted company, 
that Jim Shoulder should 
have varied his tactics with 
the national youth team in 
the USSR last year, that un- 
der coach Rale Rasic APIA 
will have a big year and 
that one day he (Bundalo) 
will be a full Australian 
international.

cricket's ills 


Speaking of other sports, I have been watch- 
ing with beguiling fascination Australian 


cricket thresh about in its sickly state 


over the past year. 


Yes, as serene as it may 
sound coming frem a cen- 
tral European migrant 
nourished on seccer all his 


life, I am a passionate _ 


cricket fan. 

I think like soccer, or soccer 
ought to be, it is a game of 
grace, elegance and sci- 
ence. And all of the mi- 
grants I have spoken to who 
view the game with a 
squirm of distaste do so be- 
cause they do not under- 
stand it. 

But as a seccer man familiar 
with how professional soc- 
cer is run and especially 
how national teams are 
picked and prepared, I find 
the way the Australian 
cricket team is run bewil- 
deringly amateurish. 


They have for instance a 
quartet of “selectors”. This 
in 1986, about a hundred 
years after soccer and 
other sports have found out 
that there can never be any 
such things as “selectors” 
only “a selector”. 

And that selector, so that no 
other meddling foot can in- 
terfere with until fail- 
ure brings his eventual 
sacking, is responsible for 
all technical aspects of the 
team’s play. 


It is ridiculous for instance to 
expect the captain to come 
up with the right tactics 
when it is another panel of 
selectors who pick his 
players. 


I suggest to the Australian 
Cricket Board, which is not 
exactly likely to read these 
pages, to take a leaf from 
soccer’s book and appoint a 
national team coach with 
full, wide-ranging powers 
in all matters of team se- 
lection and coaching. 


And, at the end of this inglori- 
ous cricket season, they 
should begin with a step 
that would be taken in soc- 
cer and most other profes- 
sional sports. 


If the selectors and the cap- 
tain are jointly responsible 
for the team’s everall per- 





formance — they should 
sack the selectors and the 
captain.

The encouragable rugby 
league world of Sydney, es- 
pecially its newspaper 
writers, are agog with the 
news that an international 
television deal has been 
struck — a deal that will 
expose the “greatest game 
of all” to millions in two 
continents. 

One enthusiastic writer even 
split these continents into 
four. 

The deal will give wide expo- 
sure to the game in North 
America, Britain, Eurepe 
and Scandinavia, he wrote. 

Ken Arthurson, the Rugby 
League chief who engi- 
neered the deal, and others 
of his ilk, have been seen 
strolling about town with 
curling, ear-to-ear grins ce- 
mented to their faces at the 
thought that their game 
will at last be discovered by 
the pagans and it will no 
doubt eventually become 
the true world game it isn't 
and never has been. 

Well I have news for them, as 
would anybody who has 
seen soccer’s struggle for 
acceptance in this country 
for decades. 


Firstly Rugby League is al- 
ready seen on cable televi- 
sion in North America and 
as yet there is little sign of 
Its discovery leading to a 
mushroom of popularity. 


In Britain of course rugby 
league is as old as it is in 
Australia and in nearly a 
century has failed to move 
beyond the tight confines of 
a sprinkling of bleak, indus- 
trial towns and villages in 
England’s north. 


The one numbing historic fact 
is that no game, no sport, in 
the century and a half that 
sport has become a notable 
preoccupation in the civi- 
lised world, has yet dis- 
lodged another as a 
country’s most popular 
sport.

Modest Campelj sings

’ Thanks to Steve Richardson and Shaun 
Parton, John Campelj has started in whirl- 
wind fashion in his bid to break the Wein- 


stein Medal hoodoo. 

“If Steve hadn't been stranded in Scotland with visa 
problems I mightn’t have got my game,” said Campelj, 
who has been one of George Cross’s top players in the 1986 
Buffalo Cup. 

“Shaun’s the best signing Sunshine-George Cross ever 
made. He'll do more for our club than any other new- 
comer. I mean that. Even more than Tyrone (James). 
Shaun’s presence on the park is absolutely incredible. 
I’m pretty weak at heading but I don’t have to worry 
about that now. 

“Shaun has taken a lot of pressure off me, so much so that I can 
get forward a lot more now. I think Chris (Taylor) feels the same 
way. We know that we can rely on Tyrone and Shaun to clean up 
everything at the back.” 

If Campelj establishes himself in the NSL this year, he'll have 
created a springboard on which to build a fine future, unlike other 
winners of the Weinstein Medal for the best junior player in 
Victoria. Warren Spink apart, Weinstein Medal winners haven't 
gone on to bigger and better things, The winners of the medal have 
been: Reno Lia (1975), Colin Allison (1976), Alex Rivero (1977), 
Roberto Trafficante (1978), Greg McLeod (1979), Dane Beranic 
(1980), Campelj (1981), Spink (1982), Con Kiakos (1983), David 
Healy (1984) and Paul Trimboli (1985). 

If keeping your feet firmly on the ground is an essential prereq- 
ulsite for success in soccer, Campelj will make it. He’s among the 
leaders in the best player award for the Buffalo Cup yet rates 
himself the 11th best player in the George Cross starting line-up. 

“I reckon if John Gardiner bought a defender then I'd be the 
first to drop out of the side. I don’t regard myself anywhere near 
established yet. I played early last year but when Tyrone arrived, 
he took my spot. That’s nothing personal against Tyrone because 
he's a great guy. That's soccer, I suppose. I was disappointed. Who 
wouldn’t be? There's no way that you can take your selection for 
granted, though.” 

Like so many before him, Campelj speaks of coach Gardiner in 
glowing terms, 

‘I'd met John at training camps with Tim White before he joined 
us and I was impressed with him from day one. In just a year and a 
bit he’s improved my game over 100 percent. Jimmy Rooney 
(Gardiner's assistant) also has been a great help. I owe them a lot. 
My dad, too. He's driven me all over Victoria throughout my junior 
and senior career. 

“At the start of last season I told John that I didn’t think that I 
could play the fullback role the way he wanted but he’s improved 
my vision and my preparation for receiving the ball. 

“TI think my stamina is one of my strengths. I suppose I’m okay in 
the tackle and my skills are moderate, certainly nothing like the 
skills of Steve Gojevic. I’m not that quick; in fact it’s embarrassing 
sometimes when I can’t be up with the leaders during sprint 
training, but I train hard and always give it everything I've got. At 
one stage I thought about joining an athletics club to improve my 
spect but it would have interfered with soccer training so I gave it

Attendances at the Buffalo Gold

Buffalo Sports. 

That is a significant statement for a competi- 
tion which only one club, Melbourne Croatia, 
has determined as important enough to genu- 
inely want to win. 

Most other clubs, especially Box Hill and 
Croydon declared from the start they would 
treat it as no more than pre-season training. 

In the case of Victorian giant South Melbourne Hel- 
las, coach John Margaritis said at the start he “would 
like to win it” but was more concerned with using the 
cup to knit his team together. 

The same applies for Green Gully which is using it 
25 2 weeding-out vehicle to replace half the team it 
chose to release during the close season. 

While the competition is not treated seriously, soc- 
cer in general is expecting the sponser to continue 
pouring the money in while getting little in return. 

More important, the game is fleecing spectators of 
$6 to watch what at time has been mundane soccer and 
an excessive amount of bookings as a result of the 
Referees’ Association's new edict. 

Victoria remains the top-drawing State spectator- 
wise, but while we dip our hats to the faithful, isn’t it 
time we gave them some value for money and turned 
the night series into a competition that means someth- 
ing .. . AND RESOLVE THE NATIONAL LEAGUE 
PROBLEMS AT THE SAME TIME? 

VSF board of management member Jack Reilly has 
to my mind come up with the most fascinating — AND 
SIMPLE — solution to the growing dispute of how to go 
about reducing the National League from 24 to 14 
teams,

Yet Sir Arthur George proposed at the ASF meet- 
ing in Sydney last Friday and Saturday that the ASF 
should continue to deal with ASF Marketing Ltd, so 
that the latter could pay off debts of more than 
$500,000 incurred during international 
tournaments. 

Sir Arthur spoke of the ASF’s moral obligation to 
make sure that creditors are paid. 

He suggested that if ASF Marketing were given TV 
and advertising rights, it may be able to attract suffi- 
clent investment to pay off the creditors.

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Instead of establishing a criteria which would turn 
the NSL into the “Best-supported-clubs” league, why 
not make it a true national competition by making the 
clubs earn their places? 

The Jack Reilly plan is simple. 

Turn the night series in Victoria, New South 
Wales, Queensland and South Australia into the com- 
petition that determines the clubs that compete in 
the National League each year. 

To illustrate the simplicity of the format, let’s take 
Victoria as an example and examine the advantages 
and the possible disadvantages that may crop up. 


The eight present Melbourne NSL clubs and the top 
four State League clubs contest the initial competition. 


The top four in the night series (the Buffalo Gold — 


Cup) qualify to play in the NSL for the year. 

The other eight clubs drop back into the State 
League and compete with the remaining clubs not 
just for the State League championship but the top 
eight spots in the State League for that year because 
that would give them a chance to play for a spot in 
the National League the following year. 


The proposal would turn the now meaningless State 
League into a glamor competition with a goal at which 
to aim. It also would eliminate the normal loss of 
interest midway through the season by a half dozen 
clubs that have neither the State League championship 
to aim for now are in danger of relegation.

Many NSL officials are perplexed over the oppesi-

The night series immediately would become a real 
competition with clubs having to do the spadework, 
recruiting-wise, before the competition starts. 

There would be none of the present wheeling and 
dealing with the competition is in progress. 

The four teams that qualify for the National League 
(which would be the semi-finalists of the night series) 
would then face the NSL competition with heads high 
instead of hiding behind the present shameful criteria 
that the NSL has established to make sure that only the 
top-drawing clubs get in. 

I don’t know how the NSL hopes to establish credi- 
bility at present. Only two years ago it dragged in 
eight new clubs which have contributed significant- 
ly to wipe out the debts the League had accumulated. 
Now it establishes a criteria to reduce the league 
and in not so many words is telling 10 clubs “Thank 
you for clearing our financial worries but you can 
now buzz off — we no longer need you.” 

NSL chairman Sam Papasavas, when told of the 
Reilly plan, described it as “pie in the sky”. 

“In such a league you could not be guaranteed of 
getting the best clubs, and with the possibility of clubs 
changing every year it would be impossible to attract a 
sponsor willing to back the National League,” he said. 

Somewhere in there I don't understand his meaning 
of “best clubs”. 

Aren't the best clubs supposed to be the ones that 
perform on the field and get results? Or don’t results 





Victoria, South Australia, the NSL and the ACT sup- 
ported the 14-team plan, while NSW, Northern NSW, 
Queensland and Western Australia voted against it. 

What was voted against, was actually a compromise 
proposal intended to soften NSW’s opposition. 

Under the compromise: 

@ two clubs rather than one, would be promoted 
and relegated each year; 

@ the promoted clubs would be determined by a 
play-off between the NSW, ACT and Northern NSW 
State League champions, and another between the Vic- 
torian, South Australian and Queensland champions; 

@ In the criteria to be applied for membership of 
the 14-team league, the value of crowd support would 
be reduced from 25 per cent to 15 per cent of the 100- 
point total, with past performance being increased 
from 25 per cent to 30 per cent and administrative and 
financial ability from 10 per cent to 15 per cent. 

The vote on the compromise was split 26-26, because 
Tasmania’s Vic Tuting abstained from voting. NSW 
and Victoria have 14 votes each, with the other States 
and the NSW holding four each. 

It is because no decision was reached, that the 
ASF sub-committee was formed to again consider 
the matter at a mecting at Melbourne’s Airport Ho- 
tel on Friday. 


The sub-committee comprises: Sam Papasavas, 
Michael Weinstein (Vic), John Constantine, Jim Kara- 
petis (SA), Roger Grylls (ACT), David Williams (Nth 
NSW), Ian Brusasco (Qld) and Joe Lacarenza (WA). 

Meanwhile, the ASF delayed the reappointment of 
Frank Arok as national coach, partly because of its 
financial problems, _ 

The ASF was reluctant to commit itself to Arok’s 
salary of between $25,000 and $30,000 a year (part- 
time) while it does not have the money to provide the 
Socceroos with international matches. 

There is no doubt, however, that the ASF wants Arok 
to continue. 


Arok, in a report to Saturday’s meeting, called for 
a programme of eight international matches a year, 
adequate training camps and a Socceroo tour of

count anywhere when it comes to determining tne 
best teams in the country 

And I doubt if the sponsorship argument would, 
stand. I’m sure that a vibrant competition between the 
top clubs, performance wise, would attract supporters. 


Let's face it, the odds would still favor the clubs that: 
command the biggest support and could afford to buy 
the best players to get into such a competition. 

NSL executive Stefan Kamasz brought up another 
interesting point when told of the Reilly proposal. 

“There wouldn't be enough time to draw up fixtures 
between the end of the night series and the start of 
such a National League,” he said. 


But Reilly already had thought of that argument. 

“Play the Buffalo Cup between February and 
March, then have a three week break which would 
give the NSL time to establish its program and sort 
out its fixtures for the coming season,” Reilly said. 

The three-week break could be taken up by an over- 
seas team playing either the States or our national 
team. 

Iam not as well versed on how NSW, South Australia 
and Queensland organise their pre-season night series, 
but I do know that all of them carry out such competi- 
tions and with a little bit of effort they could all be 
dovetailed to sult the qualifying criteria and finish at 
the same time. 

I can’t see any drawbacks from turning three (at 
present) meaningless competitions (the night series, 
the State League and the NSL) into competitions 
where every result counts, 

It’s been proved before that the matches that bring 
out the best crowds are the ones which have something 
hinging on the result. 

I doubt if the administrators who will meet in Mel- 
bourne on Friday will consider such a proposal 
seriously. 

But then commonsense has never been our adminis- 
trators’ forte over the past few years and inevitably we 
are going to end up with a decision that is going to 
cause controversy no matter what it is. 

And the game of soccer we love is going to lose the 
little bit of credibility we gained with the Socceroos’ 
fine performances in the World Cup qualifiers,

Europe every two years, and suggested that Les 
Scheinflug of Marconi should replace Jim Shoulder 
as coach of the national youth team. 

Shoulder was national youth coach for the 1981 and 
1983 World Youth Championships. 

Arok no doubt is unhappy with the ASF referring 
these Socceroo matches to its World Cup committee 
which doesn’t meet for at least a month. He had spo- 
ken confidently in an interview with Hungarian paper 
“Nepsport”, that the ASF already had accepted his 
proposals. 

Time is running short, especially for the national 
youth team which will play qualifying matches later 
this year. To do so, the team needs money and coach- 
ing guidance. 

But back to the National League and its problems 
with NSW. 

Another compromise expected to be put to the sub- 
committee meeting on Friday goes like this: 

Teams from Northern NSW and the ACT that want 
to be in the running for promotion to the NSL should 
join the NSW State League, along with the NSW-based 
NSL clubs discarded by the NSL to reduce the NSL to 
14 clubs, and the winners of the NSW State League 
should then be promoted, 

This would eliminate the need for play-offs between 
State champions for one of the promotion berths. The 
other, presumably, still would be decided by play-offs 
between Queensland, SA and Victorian clubs. 

Sir Arthur defended NSW's attitude. 

“Svdney is the capital of soccer in this country and 
so NSW has the right to protect its access to the 

NSL,” Sir Arthur said. 

About the ASF's debts, he said it was not uncommon 
for sporting bodies to have financial problems, and 
that the ASF would pull through. In regards to a sum of 
about $100,000 owed by the ASF to Sir Arthur’s compa- 
ny, ATG Holdings, he said he had been lending the ASF 


money for years.
